CHICAGO INSISTS 
ON MUELLER BILL 


Citizens’ Committee at Spring- 
field at Late Conference 
Deeides to Force Is- 
sue Today. 


MILLER GIVES NO SIGN. 


Speaker Served with Written 
Demand of Majority for Roll 
Call—Exciting Scene 
in the House. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Springfield, III., April 22.—f@pecial.}—The 
Chicago citizens’ nonpartisan delegation de- 
cided at a conference held late tonight to in- 
sist on the substitution of the Mueller mu- 
nicipal ownership bill for the Lindly bill. 
No more conferences looking to a compro- 
mise will be held until a test vote is made in 
the house. 

The house today postponed the considera- 
tion of the Lindly bill by the arbitrary action 
of Speaker Miller, who refused to permita 
roll call, although one was demanded by 


a majority of the members of the house. 


Whether a similar course will be pursued 
tomorrow is not settled, but it is likely to 
be. In fact, the administration leaders do 
not know now what they will do. 

Should the house take no final action on the 
municipal ownership bill tomorrow the diffi- 
culty of passing any sort of an enabling act 
at this session of the legislature will be in- 
creased, unless the day of final adjournment 
is extended beyond April 29. But it is not 
believed, however, that the session can end 
on that date. 

Of course, it would be b for the 
house to take up the bill on Friday, pass it 
on Saturday, and send it to the senate on 
Monday, where it could be advanced to sec- 
ond reading on Tuesday, and passed on 
Wednesday; but that would involve a Sat- 
urday session and the absence of all opposi- 
tion in both houses. 


Lindly Men Are Alarmed. 

The reason the Lindty bill was not brought 
up today was because it was feared by 
Representative Lindly and his friends that 
they did not have the votes to defeat a mo- 
After 
events proved the fear was well grounded. 
It would have been easy enough had Speaker 
Miller agreed to do the work under the 
gavel, but he had not got his courage quite 
up to the sticking point on that matter. 
He is as yet in the air. When Representatives 
Pendarvis and M. L. McKinley waited on 
him this evening with a demand signed by 
both democratic and republican members of 
the house that he allow roll calls he gave no 
answer and only indicated his course by re- 


fusing to open the envelope. It is not sealed, | 


however, and he can pep inside any time he 
cares to. 

In the meantime the advocates of the 
Mueller bill have become more encouraged 
over the events of today and have deter- 
mined to force the fighting tomorrow or 
‘whenever the matter comes up for action. 
A caucus of the members of the Chicago 
committee was held this evening and it was 
determined to insist on a motion to substitute 
the Mueller bill for the Lindly one, and, 
failing in that. to make every effort to 
amend the Lindly bill so as to make it ac- 
ceptable to the people of Chicago. 


Steering Committee Appointed. 
For this purpose a steering 
composed of Mayor Harrison, State's At- 
torney Deneen, John M. Harlan, and Ald. 
Bennett, Foreman, Carey, and Herrmann 
was selected to confer with committees 
named by caucuses of the democratic and 
republican members who are demanding a 
roll call and to act with them. 

The amendments offered to the Lindly bill 
by Representative Lindly, Congressman 
Lorimer, and others of the administration 
party at an early hour this morning it was 
decided to refuse. Some of them were 
deemed satisfactory, but the Chicagoans 
balked at the clause affecting security for 
any street car certificates which might be 
sold to raise ney to buy the roads. This 
amendment, in place of the clause only al- 
lowing the mortgagee in case of foreclosure 
the use of the property for three years after 
the day foreclosure proceedings are begun, 
proposed that the mortgagee could enjoy 
use of the property untila date twenty years 
after the mortgage is given. For instance, 
if foreclosure had been ten years after the 
time the debt is contracted the new owner 
could use the roads for ten years more; if 
fifteen years later, for five years more, and 
80 on. 

This was objected to on 1 the ground that 


there would not likely be any default made 


on the interest of such street railway cer- 
tificates, and if foreclosure was had at all 
it would be on the principal at the end of 
the life of the mortgage, and consequently 
no added security would be given the mort- 
gage. The other amendments, incorporat- 
ing the frontage consent clause of the Muel- 
ler bill, doing away with useless referendum, 
and making other minor changes there was 
no dispute’ about. 


Will Demand Mueller Bill. 

The instructions given the steering commit- 
tee were first to press a motion to substitute 
the Mueller bill for the Lindly, and if that 
failed to seek to amend the Lindly measure 
by putting in more especially the mortgage 
security clause of the Mueller bill and as 
many other sections as possible, so as to 
make the measure as much like the one which 
passed the senate as possible. In these propo- 
sitions an earnest attempt will be made to 
have a roll call and an opportunity for free 
discussion, and this is expected to cause all 
the trouble when the matter is finally called 
up in the house.

the Society.

Secretary Root Approves Regula- 
tion for Nationa) Rifle Tour- 
nament to Be Held 
This Summer. 


RED CROSS SOCTET President Roosevelt de- 
cides to order thorough investigation of affairs 
with view to reorganization on more business- 
like basis.

Washington, D. C., April 22.—[Special.]— 
President Roosevelt has decided to direct a 
thorough investigation into the affairs of 
the American National Red Cross society. 
The attention of congress is likely to be 
called to the unbusinesslike methods of the 
society, with a view to having its charter 
declared void and to organize a new associa- 
tion. 

This investigation will be conducted by the 
department of state, and it has been post- 
poned out of respect for Miss Clara Barton, 
the president of the society. 

A short time ago some of the members ad- 
dressed a memorial to President Roosevelt 
bringing to his notice the condition of the 
Red Cross society and the manner in which 
the funds were handled. As a result of the 
objection of some of the leading members of 
the organization to Miss Barton’s methods 
President Roosevelt and some of the mem- 
bers of his cabinet severed their connection 
with it. 

Then ensued a controversy between the 
objecting members and the faction in con- 
trol. Miss Barton expelled the members 
who objected to her manner of conducting 
affairs. As a result the organization has 
lost considerable prestige and is in a chaotic 
condition. 


». 

„Before President Roosevelt declined to 
have his name connected with the organiza- 
tion,“ said a member of the society, he 
satisfied himself there was something wrong 
with the management of the Red Cross, and 
he went beyond refusing to become a party 
to the society’s methods of doing business. 
The question of members of his cabinet let- 


ting the society use their names was dis- 


cussed, and he disapproved of the idea so 
emphatically that not a member of the cab- 
inet would permit the use of his name. 

Secretary Shaw, one of the incorpo- 
rators, whose name appears in the charter, 
declined to have anything further to do wits 
the society and withdrew his name. 

While the state department has . 
so far to have anything to do with the con- 
troversy, it is President Roosevelt's inten- 
tion to have the mismanagement inquired 
into. This will be under the provisions of 
the articles of incorporation authorized by 
congress and approved by President McKin- 
ley on June 6, 1900. 

“The president was fully acquainted with 
the facts connected with the Red Cross man- 
agement several months ago, but at that 
time it was not considered advisable to pro- 
ceed upon aninvestigation. He is now con- 
vinced, however, that the state department 
has sufficient authority to make an investi- 
gation, and when he returns to Washington 
he will take up the matter with Secretary 
Hay. 

President Roosevelt has decided the ques- 
tion of the selection of delegates to the Ge- 
neva congress, to represent the Red Cross 


society without reference to. the organiza-, 


tion. Three delegates will be sent, one from 
the army, one from the navy. and one to 
represent the society. As the president has 
been asked to name the delegates, the third 
member will be of his own selection, and it 
is said that the Red Cross society will not 
be asked to designate any one. a 

Francis B. Loomis, assistant secrétary of 
state, has been selected as one of the dele- 
gates. Rear Admiral Stephen B. Luce, U, 
8. Navy, retired, has been offered the posi- 
tion of representative of the navy at the 
conference, which Capt. A. T. Mahan de- 
clined. Brig. Gen. George B. Davis, judge 
advocate general, will represent the army. 

Secretary Root today approved the regula- 
tions to govern the national rifle match, 
which will be held Sept. 8 and 9. This match 
is open to teams of twelye men from the 
army, navy, marine corps, and one team 
from the national guard of each state and 
territory. 

There is practically no change in the sys- 
tem of shooting this year. The first prize, 
which is to be awarded to the team making 
the highest average, is the national trophy 
authorized by congress, and to be competed 
for annually.

Next year’s contest will take place in the 
middle west, instead of at Sea Girt, and the 
conditions of the national match will include 
one skirmish run and two full scores at timed 
fire at rectangular targets; also rapid fire if 
practicable. Recommendations are also 
made that uniform ammunition be suppplied 
to all rifle organizations; that the national 
guard and militia be invited to shoot in de- 
partment competitions with the r 
troops each year for the same prizes.

‘WOMAN SUSPECTED OF KILLING 
‘THREE OF FOUR HUSBANDS,

Charged by Coroner’s Jury in St. Louis 
of Slaying Dennis Cummings, Who 
Died on Saturday—Will Be Asked to 
Explain How Preceding Husband, 
Named Harris, Met His Death 
Bloomington Officials Think She 
Killed Husband Named Colton, 


St. Louis, Mo., April 22.—[Special.]—Mrs. 
Minnie Cummings was charged by a coroner’s 
jury today with the murder last Saturday of 
her husband, Dennis Cummings. 

A former husband named Harris is said to 
have died a violent death, although the wom- 
an succeeded in securing a verdict of suicide 
in his case. 

The husband next preceding Harris, named 


Michael Colton, of Bloomington, III., she is 


accused of having murdered in that city in 
1897 


It was reported to the police here by the 
Bloomington authorities that prior to her 
marraiges to Cummings, Harris, and Colton 
She was the wife of a man named Burns, 
who has been lost sight of entirely. 


Claims Self-Defense. 

In the case occupying the authorities. here 
the woman claims self-defense. 

At the inquest the detectives told thestory 
of finding the body of Cummings, and on 
the floor near by an open penknife. This is 
the weapon with which Mrs. Cummings 
claimed her husband was attempting to kill 
her when she fired. The detectives testified 
that Cummings’ vest was unbuttoned, as 
though some one had searched his pocket 
after death, and that in the grate were found 
pieces of a letter written by Mrs. Cummings 
to her husband inviting him to call om her 
the next evening, Saturday, the day on which 
he was killed, 


Cummings Feared Murder. 

Witnesses also testified to the fact that 
Cummings frequently had said that she 
would kill him, as she had killed her previous 
husband, Harris, whose body was found in 
bed with & bullet hole in his head. 

it was claimed at the time that Harris had 
committed suicife, and the coromer’s jury 
so found. It was also testified that another 
husband, Michael Colton, of Bloomington, 
In., was killed in her rooming house in that 
city. 

The police here are at work with a view 
to reopening the Harris case m the light of 
recent developments.

The murder of Michael Colton followed 
his marriage to Black Annle Fleming 
of Kankakee in a few months.

As no one was seen in the vicin- 
ity it was decided to break in the doors, 
and the key was found where it was thrown 
in over the transom. 

The victim was found face downward 
upon the carpet of the bedroom. A large re- 
volver was found near the body in which 
three shells had been exploded. Three shot 
wounds were found on the body. 

While the examination was being made 
a hatchet was discovered in the kitchen on 
which blood was found and a tuft of hair. 
A towel was found with bloody finger marks 
and the impression caused by wiping the 
blade of the weapon. Mrs. Colton was a 
tall, dark woman, with straight black hair, 
coarse features, and heavy eyebrows, and 
weighed 190 pounds. 

Prior to her marriage to Colton she was 
the wife of-a man named Burns.

The receivers formally tock control of 
the Mnes and offices of thb corporations at 
6:30 o’clock last night. Their first announce- 
ment was that President Johm M. Roach 
would remain as general manager, and that 
the present employés would be retained at 
existing salaries and wages. 

Chapter in Yerkes’ Meteoric Career.

Effect on Franchise Extension. < 
Acquiescing in the receivership, the Union 
Traction company asserts its position with 
regard to the pending problem of franchise 
extension. It aims -to secure the following 
advantages, which the oF has been trying 
to head off: 

The validity of the ninety-nine year act must be 
settled, and as the property is now in the hands of 
the United States Circuit court, this adjudication 
must be determined in the federal courts. The city 
heretofore has prevented the company from trans- 
ferring this question to the federal courts, 

Under the receivership, should the municipality 
seek to enforce its claim that the franchises expire 
on July 30 of this year, and try to tear up tracks 
and stop operation of cars, the federal courts must 
extend a protecting arm ahd conserve the proper- 
ties. 

While a number of city officials, including 
Chairman Bennett of the transportation 
committee, assert that the receivership will 
place obstacles in the qay of franchise set- 
tlement, others, including Corporation Coun- 
sel Walker, believe that the course will he 
simplified. Mr. Walker contends that the 
city now will have to déal directly with the 
federal court, and that expeditious results 
may be hoped for. 

Objects of the Receivership.

The latter corporation assumed these 
debts on agreement that the claims were to 
be extended as they matured and the paper 
renewed. Tightness of the money market 
and the insecurity of the properties owing to 
the city’s aggressive attitude on the fran- 
chise expiration problem are set out as rea- 
sons which have prevented extension of these 
floating debts. 

To this burden of floating indebtedness was 
added the further load caused by taking over

Then this point was settled by Mr. Davies 
calling attention to the fact that the leases 
and obligations in question were not exe- 
cuted with the stockholders, but with the 
corporations direct. In this sense, Mr. Gur- 
ley admitted, he did represent the stock- 
holders. 

„ don't take it that the recital of the re- 
lation of the company to the city is a sub- 
stantiveright for the application for a receiv- 
er, said Judge Grosscup. It should be 
taken into consideration, but it should be 
shown that the creditor cannot collect the 
debt.“ 

Here Mr. Gurley admitted the corpora- 
tion's inability to meet their obligations. 


Guards Interest of the City. - 


Judge Grosscup reverted to the statement 
as to the “‘ unreasonable, legal attitude of 
the city on the franchise question. He said 
in part: > 

“You allege in your bills that the attitude 
of the city is one element which makes it 
impossible for the companies to get credit 
or to pay their debts. Of course, this must be 
considered, even though you are entitled to 
receivers through the failure of the com- 
panies to pay the judgments. 

But in appointing receivers for the prop- 
erty, I must keep in mind the charges you 
make concerning this attitude of the city 
and the near expiration of the franchises. 
These allegations have a tendency to create 
more delicate relations than are usual in re- 
ceivership proceedings. 

J feel that in taking charge of these valu- 
able properties I ought to keep informed as 
to the policy of the companies, and I cannot 
permit the management of these assests to 
go entirely into the hands of receivers. The 
interests of the city and the public are to be 
considered as well as those of persons pe- 
cuniarily affected. I will, therefore, appoint 
three receivers, of whom you may nominate 

All attorneys .asserted that the policy of 
the companies would continue unaltered. 
Then the court entered the order appointing 
the three receivers. The trio received the 
oath in court and this morning each will give 
a bond of $75,000—$25,000 in the case of each 
corporation. 


Nr. Gurley Outlines the Troubles. 


After the receivers had taken possession 
Mr. Gurley outlined the financial difficulties 
of the companies. The consolidated com- 
pany, he asserted, had never paid and was a 
heavy burden from a financial standpoint. 

This step.“ said he, allows the preven- 
tion of disintegration of the companies’ prop- 
erties; the way for effecting some plan of 
reorganization of the Union Traction com- 
pany, and insures the protection of the prop- 
erties in case the traction question is not 
settled by July 30 next.“ 

That the city must now make overtures for 
any franchise negotiations was asserted by 
one of the attorneys for the interests in- 
volved. 

We have 3 say on that point 
now,“ said he, askitig that his name be 
withheld. ‘‘The shoe is now on. the other 
man’s foot. The city must make the first 
step. The ninety-nine year act will be val- 
ued as to its validity and that valuation will 
be adjudicated in the federal courts. The 
city has sought to drag the companies about 
by the ears. We shall see now if some sanity 
cannot be injected into this traction prob- 
lem. We will meet the city half way and 
fairly if that attitude is shown by the munie- 
ipality.’’ 

Simplified, Says Mr. Walker. 
Corporation Counsel Walker, speaking in 
e absence of the mayor and other officials 

at Springfield: 

The application for a receiver is not un- 
expected. At first glance I should say that 
the receivership will simplify the traction 
question. With a good judge and a good re- 
ceiver, why should matters not be simpli- 
fied? The receiver will be under the orders 
of the court, and that will leave the city to 
deal with the court alone.

taken last night, when notices were sent out 
asking stockholders to deposit their shares 
with the protective committee by May 2. 
The notice is issued by that committee. Of 
the members of that body only H. N. Higin- 
botham would talk. Said Mr. Higinbotham: - 
It would be impossible for me to talk of 
this receivership. It is a pecullar situation. 
I do not think that I ever heard of one that 
was similar. We hardly know where we 
stand at the present time. I do not think 
that any one could hardly offer a satisfac- 
tory explanation.” 


Says Notes Will Be Paid. 


The financial status of the companies Which 
the receivers must meet was outlined thus in 
a statement issued by Treasurer Orde of the 
North and West Chicago systems, and assist- 
ant treazurer of the Union Traction com- 
pany: 

At the time of the co lidation there were 
outstanding the current obligations of the 
‘north and west side roads to the amount of 
$3,500,000. These notes were then issued 
through commercial note brokers, and since 
that time have so continued to be put out. 
With the curtailment of the companies’ cred- 
it, resulting from the constant agitation of 
the traction franchise question, it has been 
found more and more difficult to keep this 
paper afloat, and being unable to make pay- 
ment of a large demand obligation of the 
Guaranty Trust company of New York, a 
judgment was entered in the United States 
Circuit court, with the consequent applica- 
tion for a receiver. 

“Of the amount of paper so outstanding, 
the date of maturity being from today to 
Sept. 2, two-thirds is held by creditors in the 
east and one-third in the west. The banks 
holding it have it in amounts of from $10,000 
to $150,000, the largest creditor outside of the 
Guaranty Trust company not exceeding the 
latter amount. The notes are good and un- 
doubtedly will be paid in full with interest.“

Protective Committee View. 


It was officially announced in New York 
last night that the proceedings for a receiv- 
ership had been taken with the full consent 
and approval of the. protective committee 
which recently called for deposits of the 
stock of the companies. 

We saw that it was absolutely impossi- 
ble to prevent a receivership with the 
finances of the company in the state they 
were,“ said a member of the committee in 
New York last night, so the members ar- 
rived at the decision to begin bankruptcy 
proceedings. The step taken is not for the 
purpose of forcing the municipal authorities 
to come to terms. It is simply a movement 
toward the rehabilitation of the property and 
its establishment on a sounder financial 
basis. Of course it must not be denied that 
had the Chicago authorities met us half way 
and consented to an arrangement of the is- 
sues between us the credit of the traction 
company would have been greatly strength- 
ened, and in this way the receivership might 
have been avoided.” 

It was pointed out that the receivers ap- 
pointed included persons favorable to and 
representing the proteative committee. 


CAUSES SURPRISE AT CAPITAL. 


Chicago City Officials Who Are in 
Springfield Say Receivership Will 
Complicate Franchise Question. 


Springfield, III., April 22.—[Special.]—News 
of the application fora receiver for the Union 
Traction company, when received here this 
afternoon, caused considerable surprise 
among the representatives of the Chicago 
city government who arein the capital. 

There are people here who take the posi- 
tion that the fact that all accounts of the 
Union Traction company and its two sub- 
sidiary companies will have to be audited by 
a United States Circuit judge will prove dis- 
appointing to some members of the legisla- 
ture who are suspected, whether rightfully 
or wrongfully, of having hopes that some- 
how or ewhere there might have been 
some financial results come out of the pres- 
ent contest over the municipal ownership 
bill. 

Mayor Harrison, in speaking of the receiv- 
ership this evening, said: | 

‘“* IT would not like to make a detailed state- 
ment as to how this action may or may not 
affect the question of street railway trans- 
portation in Chicago. I have not enough in- 
formation on which to base an intelligent 
opinion. Two or three things, however, seem 
piain. 

“While, of course, the receivers for the 
company Gan hardly apply for an extension 
of the franchises, still there is little doubt in 
my mind that somebody will ask for the priv- 
dleges now owned by the Union Traction com- 


pany. 

It is also apparent that there is nobody 
now capable of waiving the rights claimed 
by the Union Traction company and its un- 
derlying companies, under the ninety-nine 
year act.“ 

Ald, Frank I. Bennett, chairman of the 
2 committee on local transportation, 
said: 

Putting the road into the hands of re- 
celvers undoubtedly will tie us up, so far as 
the extension of franchises is concerned.

HOW MILLIONS WERE MADE BY 
THE WILY FINANCIER. 

Came to Chicago Without Capital and 
by a Series of Manipulations Took 
Advantage of Double Profits and 
Then Unloaded His Traction Hold- 
ings Just in Time to Escape the 
Crash—Buyers Must Pay the Cost— 
Car Lines Jussled at Will. ae

When Charles T. Yerkes came to Chicago 
from Philadelphia in 1886 he found the old 
North Chicago City railway running horse 
cars on Clark street, Clybourn avenue, Wells 
street, North avenue, and a few other streets. 
It was about this time that the limits of the 
North Chicago City railway were at Fuller- 
ton avenue. In the winter the cars were 


artificial heat. 

It was all primeval, including the capital 
stock of the company, which then amounted 
to $500,000. The bond issue outstanding was 
$500,000, or a total of $1,000,000. 

Yerkes, having begun his street railroad 
career as cashier, car decorator, and general 
superintendent, saw the possibilities of the 
North Chicago City railroad. He saw how 
expensively it was being operated, and when 
he learned from the books how much it cost 
the company to run one car one mile, he 


d: 

I will take your road.“ 

It looked so well to Mr. Yerkes that he 
offered for a controlling interest, that is, 
$250,000 worth of stock, $600 per share. His 
offer was accepted. In addition, he agreed to 
pay. 30 per cent dividends per annum, and 
closed up a contract to run 999 years. 


No Money, but Genius. 
Mr. Yerkes had no money with which to 
buy this property, but hehadingenuity such 
as had not previously been practiced in 
Chicago, He at.once spread a mortgage of 
$1,500,000 over the stock he had agreed to 
buy, and then the modest capital of $500,- 
000 was increased to 88.000 000. By his sys- 
tem of finaneiering he mortgaged the prop- 
erty to pay for it, and acquired something 
for nothing, The old indebtedness against 
nae property thus increased at once $6,500,- 


Thereafter more securities were issued, 
Clybourn avenue, Clark street, and Lincoln 
avenue were cabled, and when Mr. Yerkes 
finally disposed of the property it was cap- 
italized for $7,950,000 of stock and $7,431,000 
of bonds, or a total of $15,850,000. 

The North Chicago City Railway company 
was purchased by the North Chicago Street 
Railroad company, organized in May, 1886, 
to bring about the results indicated. The 
new capital of $5,000,000 stock and $1,500,000 
bonds took the form of obligations of the 
North Chicago Street Railroad company, 
although that concern owned nothing except 
the 25,001 shares of the capital of the North 
Chicago City Railway, which were purchased 
by mortgaging them. 


Invades the West Side. 


The purchase of the north side horse car 
lines proved such a lucrative and promising 
venture that in the next year, or 1887, Mr. 
Yerkes, with whom, it may be added, were 
associated P. A. B. Widener and W. L. EI- 
kins of Philadelphia, turned his attention 


der the name of the Chicago West 
street railroad company. 

So far as equipment was concerned and 
economy of management both systems were 
on a par. There was as much to be gained by 
clever management of the Chicago West Di- 
‘vision lines as those of the north side. The 
capital stock and bond issue were a little 
larger, and this necessitated a more preten- 
tious financial plan. But the same methods 

The West Chicago Street railroad company 
was organized in July, 1887, with a capital of 
$10,000,000. It had no assets, but Mr. Yerkes 
agreed to buy a majority of the capital stock 
of the Chicago West Division raiiroad com- 
pany, paying therefor $815 per share. He 
secured 6,251 shares out of a total of 12,500 
shares, giving him a majority of one share. 
Expressed in dollars the outstanding capital 
was $1,250,000. But the Chicago West Divis- 
ion shareholders had seen the north side 
company receiving $30 a share rental, and 
they asked a little better, and Mr. Yerkes 
agreed to pay $35 a year. 


Scheme Is Repeated. 


To pay for this stock the north side oper- 
ation was repeated, and a mortgage of 
$4,100,000 was spread over the 6,251 shares

bonds was used to make part payment on the 
purchase. The $10,000,000 capital of the West 
Chicago Street railroad company went to 
the United States Construction company for 
building the West Madison street and Blue 
Island avenue cables. 

This United States Construction company 
was a wheel within a wheel, being one of 
Mr. Yerkes’ best devices for securing two 
profits where two profits were to be had. 

The Chicago West Division company had 
prior to its sale acquired control of the Chi- 
cago Passenger railway. This company op- 
erated on Harrison and some other streets. 
The capital stock and the bonds of that com- 
pany were $1.740,000. The capital stock of 
the West Division company itself was $1,250,- 
000 and its bond issue $4,040,000, making a 
the total capitalization of the two lines 
$7,130,000. 

Through the operation of the West Chi- 
cago Street railroad company the property 
was at once covered with an additional] 
$4,100,000 of bonds and $10,000,000 of stock 
an increase of $14,100,000, : 


Becomes a Tunnel Builder. 


In. the four or five years Succeeding 1887 
Mr. Yerkes was busy developing the North 
and West Chicago systems, and incidentally 
found it necessary to organize the West 
Chicago Street Railroad Tunnel company 
which built the tunnel under the river at 
Van Buren street. 

There was an issue of bonds of $1,500,000 
ind a capital stock issue of $1,500,000. What 
the tunnel cost is not disclosed in the records. 

Another enterprise in connection with 
building up the West Chicago street railroad 
system was the necessity for power houses 
and real estate in connection therewith. In 
order to make the deal with the street rail- 
road company more easily effected the insid- 
ers looked up a suitable site, purchased the 
real estate, and then sold it to the street 
railroad company, the profit on the transac. 
tion not being disclosed by the records. 

But for all these devious ways of making 
individual profits the street railway systems 
of the north and west divisions of Chicago 
were revolutionized, and Mr. Yerkes was 
always accustomed to consider that the pes

Trolley Lines as Feeders. 4 

In the early 908 Mr. Yerkes began to per- 
‘ceive another field of profitable street rail- 
road speculation. Electricity was just com- 
ing into use, and he saw the possibilities of 
building electric lines in outlying territory 
as feeders to the trunk lines. . 

He was slow about adopting electrical 
devices, preferring to wait until their effi- 
ciency had been established and they were 
beyond the experimental stage.. When he 
felt satisfied the practical stage had been 
reached he began constructing a system of 
outlying lines which resulted eventually in 
their sale to the Chicago Union Traction 
company for $6,700,000, represented in bonds. 

The electric line feeder system was built 
up on a plan intended to ke remunerative and 
earn a profit for brain power. Securing a 
right of way and determining the necessary 
expenditures a bond issue covering the cost 
of construction and equipment would be 
authorized and issued by a company formed 
to build the line. 


How the Bonds Were Sold. 


But the bonds would not be attractive 
standing on their own merits. Therefore, to 
make them salable either the North Chica- 
go Street railroad company or the West Chi- 
cago Street railroad company would guar- 
antee them. With the guarantee of the old 
companies the bonds were readily salable 
above par and this paid for the construction 
of the road. 

In connection with the bonds stock was al- 
ways issued, and this stock went to Mr. 
Yerkes and those associated with him. 

The argument for the guarantee was that 
these electric lines turned over valuable 
traffic to the trunk lines and limited the haul 
of the latter. Instead of the North Chicago 
Street railroad company having to extend its 
lines from Diversey street to Evanston, the 
Chicago North Shore Electric could take pas- 
sengers from Diversey street at an additional 
fare of 5 cents and carry them to Evanston; 
vice versa the traffic south was received at 


an additional nickel. 

By the foregoing general theory Mr. Yerkes 
by 1899 had constructed 205.71 miles of single 
track electric lines. They had a total cap- 
ital stock of $12,500,000, the stock being is- 
sued to Mr. Yerkes and those associated with 
him. The total bonds outstanding amounted 
to $5,535,000, representing the cost of the 
properties. The stock was watered, or a so- 
called bonus.

The lines were built on the north and west 
sides. Where one of them gave passengers 
to both systems, each system guaranteed 
a part of the bonds. When the building of 
the lines had been cempleted, they prac- 
tically. hedged about the two old systems. 


| Some of them were unprofitable, while others 


paid dividends. 

To put the good and bad together into a 
harmonious whole, Mr. Yerkes conceived the 
plan of uniting them under the name of the 
Chicago Consolidated Traction company. 
Thereupon he exchanged the stock of the 


Consolidated Traction company. In this 
operation the total old capital of 812.500.000 
was increased to $15,000,000. The Con- 
solidated company was organized Feb. 11, 


1890. 
Yerkes Starts “ Cleaning Up.“ 

Meanwhile Mr. Yerkes had begun negotia- 
tions for the sale of his stock in the North 
and West Chicago street railroad companies 
to interests which organized, on May 24, 1899, 
the Chicago Union Traction company. Mr. 
Yerkes had been unsuccessful in securing an 
extension of franchises. The date of expira- 
tion, 1903, for the old franchises, was draw- 
ing near, and the situation Lécoming unsatis- 
factory to the holders of the securities of the 
North and West Chicago street railroad 
companies. 


Chicago capitalists; including Mr. Yerkes 
himself, and some New York and Philadel- 
phia capitalists set about figuring out. Those 
were days when the stock markets boomed 
and water was purchased as freely as bonds. 
It seemed opportune to clear up the situation 
and make money besides. , 

So Mr. Yerkes helped His friends organize 
the Chicago Union Traction company. They 
fixed its capital at $12,000,000 preferred 5 per 
cent cumulative stock and $20,000,000 com- 
mon stock. Then leases were executed by 
which the North and West Chicago street 
railroad companies and their underlying 
properties were turned over to the Chicago 
Union Traction company, which guaranteed 
dividends of 6 per cent per annum on the 
capital of the West Chicago street railroad 
company—$13,189,000—and 12 per cent divi- 
dends on the capital of the North Chicago 
street railroad company—$7,920,000. | 


Unloads on His Friends. 


Mr. Yerkes sold to the Union Traction 
company 20,000 shares of North Chicago 
stock and 32,000 shares of West Chicago 
stock. The purchase price was something 
less than $10,000,000. This money was raised 
through the sale of the $12,000,000 of Union 
Traction preferred stock at par, with which 
was given $6,000,000 of common stock as a 
bonus, 

Mr. Yerkes himself subscribed liberally and 
helped the cause along. Everybody seemed 
to think it was a good thing, and one of the 
features was that of the $20,000 000 of com- 
mon stock $14,000,000 was absolutely di- 
vided among the promoters of the company 
and subsequently a good part of it was sold 
to the public at prices varying from 29y to 30. 

To show how good Mr. Yerkes thought this 
common stock to be,-he stipulated that if the 
earnings of the company for the first year 
were in excess of 3 per cemt he was to be 
paid a bonus. That made it appear that the 
company was sure to earn 3 per cent on the 
common shares, and that is what most of 
the unfortunate purchasers of the stock be- 
lieved. 

They also thought—that is, those acquaint- 
ed with the deal—that Mr. Yerkes would get 
a bonus, Unhappily, the 3 per cent was not 
earned. In fact, the earnings cf the first 
year over the 5 per cent dividends on the 
preferred, were $4,075. or 0.02 per cent on 
the common shares. So Mr. Yerkes did not 
get the bonus. That was the result of the 
first year’s operations. 


Owners Left in Lurch. 
For the year ending June 30, 1901, being the 
second year’s operations, the company be. 
gan going to the bad. It was unable to earn 
even its preferred dividend. and after pay- 
ing that of the first quarter, $150,000, sus. 
pended payments, and has made none since.

Shortly after Mr. Yerkes sold out his 
stock to the Union Traction company he 
began figuring also on selling the Chicago 
Consolidated traction to the same concern. 
They found the consolidated lines interwoven | 
with their own property in such a way thet 
some agreement with the owner of these 
lines had to be reached, This started a long 
series of negotiations. 

It took longer to sell the consolidated trac- 
tion than it did to dispose of: his interest 
in the two old companies. It was not until 
1900 that an operating agreement was exe- 
cuted between the Chicago Union Traction 
company and the Consolidated Traction com- 
pany. Consolidated Traction stock had been 
selling around 70 om the fear that it would 
be taken over at a high price. But when 
terms finally were reached, the consolidated 
was acquired for $6,700,000, in 4% per cent 
bonds, spread over the consolidated property 
itself. Mr. Yerkes got most of these bonds, 
since the owned nearly all of the consolidated 
stock, 

With the disposition of this company, and 
the subsequent sale of the Union Elevated 
and Northwestern Elevated stocks, Yerkes 
turned his face toward London, leaving be- 
hind a bankrupt Chicago Union Traction 
company 4s a monument to his systém of 
barter and sale and ingenious financier- 
ing. 


TO UNTANGLE FINANCIAL SKEIN. 


Receivers Probably Will Try to 
Straighten Ouf the Corporation Mix- 
up Left by Yerkes. 


There probably wil] be a general unwinding 
of the great skein of financially overlapping 
and twisted corporation entanglements into 
which Carles T. Yerkes placed the street rall- 
road systems of north and west Chicago, if 
that feat, is now possible. 

It is hinted that a receiver may be asked 
for the Consolidated company. Unloading 
this on the Union Traction company was Mr. 
Yerkes’ final coup. He led the Union con- 
cern into making agreements which permit 
the Consolidated company to operate for 
fifty years over lines through the heart of 
the city, retaining for itself 77 per cent of the 


said lines and paying the Union Traction 
company 23 per cent. 

When the Union Traction people came to 
analyze the agreements they had entered 
into, they found that in the event of a dis- | 
solution of the Union Traction campany it 
was Mr. Yerkes’ idea to get back the Con-, 
solidated with all the privileges here noted. 

While all these agreements were carefully 
drawn, the Union Traction attorneys are 


that Mr. Yerkes, instead of getting back 
the Consolidated, may be forced to turn back 
the approximately 86.000, 000 4% per cent 
bonds which he secured in payment of the 
$14,500,000 Consolidated Traction stock. The 
contention is that the north and west Chi- 
cago companies, by their guarantees, made 
salable the bonds with which the electric 
lines were constructed, while the stock was 
issued to Mr. Yerkes without cost or con- 
sideration.

At a signal from their business agent, 150 
deaf mute electrical workers in the Auto- 
matic Electric company, Morgan and Van 
Buren streets, yesterday inaugurated the 
first deaf mute strike on record. Three hours 
later the plant, employing almost 1,000 per- 
sons, was closed down. 

A strike was declared in four departments 
of the plant simultaneously, but the action of 
the mutes, who are the most skillful workers 
of the company, decided the officers to sus- 
pend operations for a time. Policemen from 
the Desplaines street station were summoned 
to preserve order, and were nonplused by the 
silence of the pickets. 

The mutes are members of the Telephone 
and Switchboard Workers’ union, and all are 
employed as assemblers. They were gath- 
ered and employed by Supt. A. G. Harris. who 
years ago noted the peculiar fitness of mutes 
for the work, which requires deftmess of 
touch and rapidity of the fingers such as is 
acquired by few whose fingers are not used 
as a means of communication. 

Through agents and advertisements mutes 
from every part of the country have been se- 
cured, and with the exception of a fore- 
man all the assemblers were mutes. They 
were paid the union scale, and were capable 
of earning considerably more than the aver- 
age worker at their trade. Last week the 
mutes joined with the brassworkers, the 
metalworkers, and polishers, and buffers, 
and platers in a demand for a shorter work 
day. Yesterday Business Agent Keppler of 
the machinists called a strike of his men, 
and the mutes joined the movement. 

Supt. Harris was surprised and inclined 
to view the strike bitterly. : 

“The mutes have made no demands that 
would not have been granted, but responded 
to a strike order which did not directly con- 
cern them, he said.

THE CHARTER RESOLUTION. 

Chicago will accept the charter resolution 
passed 
virtually the one passed by the senate—on 
the principle that half a loaf is better than 
‘no bread. The half loaf in this case will 
be of great value. The consolidation of the 
city and county governments, now blocked 
by politicians, will come later. 

The friends of the new charter must now 
turn their attention to Representative 
Sherman’s bill providing that when a con- 
stitutional amendment is indorsed by a 
party convention the voter who marks his 
ballot for the ticket shall be counted for 
the amendment. A constitutional amend- 
ment must receive a majority of all the 
votes cast, and, under the present statute, 
the voter must vote separately on a con- 
stitutional amendment.

RECEIVER FOR UNION 

The presence in Chicago of the represen- 
tatives of the eastern men who are inter- 
ested in the Union Traction company was 
explained yesterday. They were not drawn 
here by an interest in municipal ownership 
legislation, nor did they come to renew ne- 
gotiations for an extension of privileges. 
Their errand was of quite a different nature. 
The application made yesterday for the 
appointment of a receiver, to which no re- 
sistance was made by the company, tells 
the whole story. The Union Traction com- 
pany owes a floating debt of $2,000,000 
and the north and west side companies of 
$3,000,000. The company’s credit at New 
York is gone. It can borrow no longer. It 
became necessary to protect all interests 
and prevent a disintegration of properties 
to resort to the course which has been 
adopted. It is distressful for stockholders, 
especially the small ones, but, presumably, 
it was the best thing that could be done, 

If the company had been able to get an 
immediate extension of its privileges it 
might possibly have got out of its pressing 
difficulties, but its representatives would 
not accept the conditions which the city 
demanded and the receivership became the 
inevitable consequence of the improvident 
bargains made when the different proper- 
ties were acquired. The business men who 
believed they were making. an admirable 
investment took over more water than they 

The unpleasant feature of the situation 
for Chicagoans is that it defers the im- 
provement of street car service on the north 
and west sides. It will remain what it is 
now. It is doubtful whether the receiver 
will have authority to enter into an agree- 
ment with the city on behalf of the com- 
pany and thus put it in a position to make 
necessary improvements. If the city had 
the authority and the means this would 
seem to some the best time for it to bay out 
the properties of the company if it could 
get them on fair terms. The legislature 
may give the city the authority, but it has 
not the means. | 
Probably the “ protective committee ” 
will take the matter in hand and will work 
out a reorganization of the company which 
will put it in condition to serve the people 
far better than it has been doing. Reorgan- 
ization is most desirable. The west and 
north side lines, now united in one system, 
should not be separated. But the process of 
straightening out matters will take time, 
and that means the traction question can- 
not be disposed of in the immediate future, 
whatever the legislature may do. The 
mayor and the council will find the situation 
more complicated than they -thought it 
would be.

‘Europeans have often made merry over 
American bragging. They have been fur- 
nished abundant material. Vainglorious 
Americans—more frequently in the past 
than of late years—have talked in too ex- 
alted a vein of the immeasurable grandeur 
and superiority of their country. Amer- 
i¢ahs were greatly incensed when Charles 
Dickens introduced to them Jefferson Brick 


and Elijah Pogram, but they were the 


more incensed. because there was much 

truth in the portraits he drew. 

Nowadays Germans appear to be doing 

more boasting than Americans; So re- 

markable is the progress which Germany 

has made in many directions during the 

last third of a century that it is not to be 

wondered at that Germans have a good 

opinion of themselves and occasionally give 

expression to it, but they sometimes in- 
dulge in extravagant self-praise which is 
quite up to anything Americans have ever 

done in that line. A correspondent of the 
Spectator who has been writing a series 

of letters setting forth the aims and as- 
pirations of Germans as revealed by Ger- 
man writers quotes in his last letter the 
following interesting passages: 

Beyond all question the German people now hol 
the first place in arts and sciences. 

German trade has unhorsed England almost 
everywhere. 

We are undoubtedly the best warrior people in 
the world. 

We are the most accomplished people in all 
domains of science and fine art. . 

We are the best settlers, the best seamen, even 
the best merchants. 

The modern world owes to us Germans pretty 
well everything in. the way of great achievements 
that it has to show. 

Ours ts the future, for we are the young. 

‘ Thou art the shepherd of the great nation-flocks. 
Thou art the great people of the future on this 
earth. Up, then, with the anchor. 

German industry, in its chief productions, now 


| holds the first place in the world. In German in- 


dustry a good bit of idealism, a quantity of pleas- 
ure in the creative effort, is worked in. This 
impulse of the soul, no less than mere technique, 
it is which will secure to our industry precedence 
over all competitors for an indefinite period to 
come. ‘ 


Some of this is indeed “tall talk.” It 
reminds one of Hannibal Chollop’s remark 
that“ we are the intellect and virtue of the 
airth, the cream of human natur’, and the 
flower of moral force.” When the young 
empire gets older it will not compliment 
itself so extravagantly, although it will have 
more to be proud of than it has now. In 
the meanwhile, if German newspapers 
moralize over the “ boastful Yankee” the 
best reply will be to quote German brag- 
ging.

“THE CURSE OF COMMERCIALISM.” 

Mr. William J. Bryan made a speech at 
Kansas City on Monday in which he de- 
plored the lowering of ideals in the United 
States. Money,” said he, is talked 
about morning, noon, and night. Commer- 
cialism is the curse of our country today, 
and it has debauched our country. We 
give cause for the bellef that we put nothing 
beyond wealth, and that money is ruling the 
country with an iron hand.“ 

Facts recently brought to light by Mis- 
souri grand juries explain why Mr. Bryan 
felt it necessary to go to that state to lift 
up his voice against the baneful influence 
of money. e corrupt capitalist, armed 
with $1,000 bills, went to Jefferson City 
when the legislature was in session and 
made a rude and, in some instances, suc- 
cessful assault upon the virtue of demo- 
cratic representatives. According to Mr. 
Bryan republicans are specially open to 
such assaults, while true democrats de- 
spise wealth unless it is “honestly ac- 
quired.” But the Jefferson City legislature 
was a democratic and not a republican 
body. 

Doubtless the recent unpleasant develop- 
ments in Missouri to whtch Mr. Bryan, out 
of courtesy, did not refer specifically lend 
color to his assertion that money is exerting 
evil influence. Yet there never has been a 
time in the history of the country when 
there have been legislators who were ac- 
cused of corrupt practices or when some 
grieving soul has not mourned about “ the 
curse of commercialism.” Eighty-five 
years ago Mr. Jefferson deplored the Amer- 
ican “ greediness for wealth.“ Men were 
no less eager to get money then than they 
are now, but were much less scrupulous as 
to the means of getting it. 

Undoubtedly there are today Americans 
who are too fond of money and who will 
sell their votes and their honor for $1,000. 
There are such men in Missouri, and it 
would be quite proper for Mr. Bryan to de- 
nounce them, but the country as a whole 
has not been debauched. It worships 
money and morityed men less than it did a 
century ago.

of ria a few days ago will have been the 
first meeting of the de facto ruler of China 
and a princess of one of the reigning houses 
of Burope who is.destined to become ere 
long ths queen of Bavaria and who, by the 
legitimists and members of the White Rose 
league in England and in this country, is 
styled the de jure princess of Wales, Prince 
Rupert's mother, Princess Louis, being less 
remotely descended from the Stuart kings of 
England than Edward VII. 

That Princess Louis is not actually queen 
regnant of Great Britain and Ireland is due to 
the law known as the act of settlement, by 
means of which parliament in 1700 vested the 
succession to the English throne in the 
Protestant Handéverian descendants of King 
James I., barring from the crown the Roman 
Catholic descendants of his son, King Charles, 
whose line is now represented by Princess 
Louis of Bavaria and by her eldest son, 
Prince Rupert. ie 

Princess Rupert is a fascinating and clever 
woman, a daughter of Duke Charles Theo- 
dore of Bavaria, the celebrated oculist, and 
was until her marriage one of his principal 
assistants in his medical work. She is a 
niece therefore of the late empress of Austria, 
and it is possible that her visit to the old 
dowager empress may have the effect of soft- 
ening some of the latter’s animosity to every- 
thing foreign. For she is more likely to be 


cess and a future queen than with the wives 
of any of the foreign ministers at Pekin. If 
Princess Rupert takes advantage of this oc- 
casion, which is without precedent, to win the 
sincere good will of the old dowager it will

In this country there are brigadier generals, 
major generals, and a lieutenant general, 
while there have even been full generals. 
Prussia, however, has an even still higher 
grade of general—namely: that of colonel 
general (“general oberst’’) which is to be 
found in no other army. It ranks immediate- 
ly below that of field marshal and is now held 
by the grand duke of Luxemburg, by Prince 
Leopold of Hohenzollern, by Count Haeseler, 
who commands in chief the western frontier 
of Germany and is the warden of the west- 
pod marches of the empire, and by baron de 


Prince Albert of Prussia, King George of 
Saxony, Prince Leopold of Bavaria, and 
Count Waldersee are field marshals, while 
Count Hahnke, the military governor of Ber- 


province of Brandenburg, has just received 

his baton. | 
The grade of field marshal dates back at 

least 200 years or more, but the rank of col- 


having been first created some fifty years ago 
tor the special benefit of the late Emperor 
William, then known as prince of Prussia. 
Until then no prince of the house of Hohen- 
zollern had ever held the grade of field mar- 
shal. Indeed, there was an unwritten law 
against it, and, as King Frederick William 
IV., anxious to confer a military distinction 
upon his younger brother, believed that he 
could not make him a field marshal, he ap- 
pointed him a colonel general. 

In 1871, at the close of the war with France, 
the late Emperor William, however, broke 
with the traditions of the past, proclaimed 
himself a field marshal, and granted batons 
as such to his son, the late Emperor Fred- 
erick, to his nephew, the late Prince Charles 
of Prussia, as well as to nine other command- 
ers of the victorious German army. It re- 
mained for the present emperor to revive 
the grade of colonel general. 


> 

Something of the same kind exists in the 
Spanish army, where the highest grade is 
that of captain general, of whom there are 
five, if we include the king. They rank a 
step higher than a full general and comprise 
Lopez Dominguez, Blanco, Primo di Rivera, 
and Pezuela. The commanders of each of the 
eight military districts or army corps of 
the kingdom enjoy during their term of of- 
fice as such the temporary rank of captain 
general, as did also the governor of the 
Philippines and of the Antilles previous to 
the war of 1898. The commander of the 
marine military and of the marine in- 
fantry are each styled ‘field marshal] ex- 
officio, although ranking as ordinary gener- 
als, inferior, therefore, to the captain gen- 
erals. 

In Austria there is a grade in the army 
which gives rise to much misapprehension 
abroad. It is that of “field marshal lieu- 
tenant,” and is equivalent to the rank of 
lieutenant general in other armies. On pro- 
motion a field marshal lieutenant becomes 
a full general. It may be added in con- 
clusion that the ranking officer of the Rus- 
sian navy—always an imperial grandduke— 
is known as the captain admiral. The office 
has just been resigned by Grandduke Alexis. 

— 

Convicted nihilists have not of late been 
sent to Siberia or to the island of Sagha- 
lien.

For the last twelve or fifteen years all 
convicted nihilists have been incarcerated 
in the great Schlusselburg fortress prison 
at the point where the'river Neva leaves the 
Ladoga lake, and from the Schlusselburg 
no one has ever escaped, all stories to the 
contrary being false. | 

It was because there were so many escapes 
of political convicts from Siberia twenty 
and thirty years ago that the practice of 
deporting nihilists thither was abandoned. 

Nihilists nowadays, when caught, are tried

LETTERS HINT OF SUICIDE, ONE 
SUGGESTS A WAY. 


Missive Supposed to Have Been Writ- 
ten by Ellsworth Jordon Tells 
Women “If Anything Happens to 

You, Do It with Gas,” While an Un- 

mailed Communication to Gales- 
burg Admirer Mentions a Revolver 
—Victim Is Near Death. 


Two letters—one hinting of suicide and the 
other ‘suggesting it and also mentioning a 
way—were found yesterday and convince the 
police that Mrs. R. B. Snowball tried to kill 
herself at 337 La Salle avenue on Sunday. 

Mrs. Snowball is at the Passavant hospital, 
where at an early hour this morning it was 
said that she probably would die from the 
bullet wound from which she is suffering. 

One of the letters, written by Mrs. Snow- 
ball, is addressed to Ellsworth Jordon of 
Galesburg and is couched in words of endear- 
ment. It mentions a pistol and tells of the 
writer's fears for the future. This letter 
never was mailed. ip 

Letter Suggests Gas. | 

The other letter is supposed by the police 

to have been written by Jordon. It reads in

1 Own Sweetheart: I was pleased to hear 

from you. This has been a nice day, but I was 

pulled over the coals this morning.

I do not know what I will do 


with myself, for next week we will have to quit | 


writing to each other. It will break my heart. 

But if there is anything you want me to do tell 
me in time: It seems as if I am lost. I am 
going away and do not know when I shall write. 
Pet, this has been a gloomy day for us. I have 
lost all interest, but I will wait a week, and then 
I will write you a nice letter. I have nothing 
to live for. 

If anything happens to you, do it in bed with 
gas, so I can find you and put you away nice.

was said last night that Jordon and Mr. 
Snowball were still in the city, although Jor- 
don could not be located. 

If Mrs. Snowball dies, the police say, Jor- 
don may find himself in the predicament of 
explaining the letter suggesting suicide. In 
some respects the case is held to be similar 
to the one which resulted in the conviction of 
Dr. Orville Burnett, who was found guilty 
of manslaughter some time ago.

FOUR CENTS A VISIT TOO SMALL. 


Sick Fund Society Physicians in Ger- 
many Plan to Strike Against In- 
sufficient Fees.

BERLIN, April 22.—Medical periodicals an- 
nounce that physicians throughoyt Germany 
who are employed by sick fund societies will 
strike on July 1.

DREYFUS PLEADS 
FOR NEW TRIAL 


French Cabinet Is Likely to 
Grant Appeal Made to the 
Minister of War. 


TELLS OF FORGED PROOF. 


Declares He Was Convicted by 
Taper Alleged to Have Been 
Signed by Kaiser. 


[BY CABLE TO THE GHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
PARIS, April 22.—Dreyfus in a letter to 
Gen. Andre, minister of war, makes a 
dramatic appeal for the reopening of his case. 
In legal and political circles it is generally 
believed that the appeal will be granted by 
the cabinet. 
Dreyfus pleads for an investigation by the 
minister of war, and alleges since his second 
conviction, sentence, and pardon in 1899 he 
has gathered evidence to prove that he was 
twice the victim of criminal tactics and 
violations of law. He declares Esterhazy 
stands before the ‘entire world as the real 

‘culprit. | 
The first part of the letter is an earnest 
plea that the court which condemned him 
at Rennes was improperly influenced, first 
by the annotated document ascribed to Em- 


i peror William, and, second, by the false tes- 


timony of one of the witnesses, Czernuski. 


Tells of Long Suffering. 

After arguing on the extent to which these 
contributed to his condemnation. Dreyfus re- 
calls in graphic terms the long series of 
horrors to which he had been subjected. 

The letter throughout is couched in a 
highly dramatic style, which 18 likely to 
make it one of the notable papers of the 
case. One of the leading passages, showing 
the rhetorical style, is as follows: 

“I will not recall, Mr. Minister, what I 
have endured since 1894. Picture to your- 
self the horrors of a soldier. whose whole 
life was devoted to duty, to work, to loyalty, 
and to profound devotion for his country, and 
who in an instant is stripped of his good 
name and despoiled of the honor of him- 
self and his children. 

For five years this soldier is subjected to 

orrible sufferings. They seek to crush him 

sically, to annihilate him morally. He 
is absolutely innocent of all crime. and strug- 
gles in vain to penetrate the mystery, pro- 


Claiming his innocence and struggling with 


all the forces of his mind and body for that 
supreme pleasure of vindicating his good 
name and character. 


Martyrdom Not Ended. 

Days, months, years pass thus in most 
cruel agony, amid the tortures of a murder- 
ous climate. At last he is brought back to 
France, the guilty one is discovered, and the 
soldier hears himself proclaimed innocent by 
those who before reviled him as a traitor. 
It was thus, Mr. Minister, that I hoped to 
see my martyrdom ended. 

But, alas, if} returned to find the de- 
votion of friends who had battled for the 
truth it was to find also that deadly hatreds 
had been unloosed. 

In the processes of 1894 I was stabbed in 
the back. I cannot imagine how such con- 
ditions can prevail through falsehood and de- 
ception. But so it was, and my second 
condemnation was but an aggravated reaf- 
firmation of what occurred in 1894. When 
the guilty one was known and unmasked and 
Esterhazy was recognized as the author of 
the treason the same men who had cheated 
justice in 1894 again sought in 1899 to cheat 
justice for the second time by the same crim- 
inal maneuvers. Conscious of these methods, 
the government of the republic will not per- 
mit itself to keepin prison one who its known 
to be innocent. K : 


Pleads for New Trial. 


In constant thought of ultimate legal re- 
vision I have reassembled little by little all 
the divergent elements of testimony contrfb- 
uting to my conviction. I have scorned 
calumnies and falsehoods. I have remained 
silent with the firm conviction that justice 
would surely have its day of triumph. 

The victim of criminal tactics and vio- 
lation of the law twice committed against 
me, I now address myself to the supreme 
chief of military justice. and, supporting my- 
self by new facts which have been elicited 
and by the existence of the pretended 
bordereau annotated by Emperor William, 
I beg to ask that you institute an inquiry, 
first, upon the uses made of this false docu- 
ment at Rennes and the consequences it pro- 
duced on those rendering judgment; second. 
upon the false and fraudulent testimony of 


Czernuski at Rennes. , 
ALFRED DREYFUs.”’ 


KING TO SEE ACTIVE VOLCANO.

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WHEAT RECOVER 


Foreign Crop Situation Now About the 
- . Strongest Bull Factor in the Market 
Next to the Friendly Attitude of the 
Local Leader—Unfavorable Reports 
from Germadny—Coarse Grain Also 
Does Better—Oats Bulled on Talk of 
Reseeding and Late Crop.

lively affair as on Tuesday, although in many 
respects a much more satisfactory affair for 
the bulls. Advances were made all along 
the line, the May delivery closing e to Ke |

the same distance up. Prices on all deliver- 
les covered a range of about &. 
There were evidences all through the ses- 
gion of a disposition on the part of the Ar- 
mour interest t6 support the price, although 
the fact that the bears were not particu- 
larly aggressive made heavy purchases on 
the part of the leading holders unnecessary.

There 
is a growing suspicion that the bulk of the 
holding is a commission house account 
rather than a deal conducted for the personal 
benefit of the Armour firm. As to the prin- 
cipals in the case, the trade is altogether at 
seca. It may be stated as a fact, however, 
that the Armours for a long time past have 
done and are now doing a larger strictly 
commission house business than they have 
been given credit for. The books of this 
concern have probably been the safe hiding 
place for more large trades originating on 
the floor than the pit has any idea*of. There 
are probably fewer leakes around the 
Amour offices than any in the trade, which 
fact makes it a safe proposition that the 
danger of discovery as to the origin or iden- 
tity of a big order will be reduced toa 
minimum. 

The St. Louis chamber of commerce will be 
closed all day Thursday and Saturday, and 
the Friday session will be only from 9:30 until 
noon, This holiday is taken on account of 
dedicatory services connected with the 
Louisiana Purchase exposition. 

A Minneapolis wire to the Peavey house 
claims that spring wheat seeding is going 
on rapidly and that better weather conditions 
have never been experienced.

The ubiquitous Harry Avery, who would 
not be altogether happy unless making life | 
a mild sort of a burden for somebody, played 
a practical joke on Dumont Christopher in 
the wheat pit yesterday. which made that 
young trader the butt of considerable good 
natured ridicule. Harry’s eagle eye detect- 
ed Christopher in some harmless horseplay, 
and, being assured that Christopher was not 
acquainted with him, went to the young man 
and told him that he (Avery) being a witness 
to his conduct, should have to suspend him 
from the privileges of the floor for two days. 
Christopher was assured that Avery was a 
director of the board and had full power to 
act in the premises. The young man there- 
fore withdrew from the pit and went to the 
office of Counselman & Co., his employers, 
and it was a matter of an hour or so before 
he discovered that he had become the victim 
to one of Harry’s practical jokes. ;

It Seeks by Dividing the Delegation to 
Bring About Nomination of D. J.

When the scheme became known repre- 
sentatives of the delegation were told by the 
party leaders thgt if the ward undertook to 
side track Judge Smith for such a reason it 
would come out of the convention with a 
bad reputation, and predicted the nomina- 
tion of all the incumbents. 


Number of Days Judges Work. 
. Barlier in the canvass, when it was thought 
that the sentiment would be strong against 
retaining some of the old judges, a table was 
prepared showing the number of days each 
judge has worked during the last five years. 
This table came to light in the County build~ 
ing during the day. With 1,308 days to his 
credit, Judge Hanecy leads by eight days, 
but he gets credit for the time he spent cam- 
paigning as candidate for the gubernatorial 
nomination and as the republican candidate 
for mayor two years ago, because he says 
that his place was filled by a substitute, 
whom he paid out of his own pocket. The 
time spent by Judges Waterman, Windes, 
Adams, and Horton in the Appellate court is 
not given.

MUNICIPAL LEAGUE BEGINS 


Secretary Woodruff Praises Administra- 
tion of Mayor Low and Police Com- 
missioner Greene. 


Detroit, Mich., April 22.—The attendance 
at the opening session of the ninth annual 
meeting of the National Municipal league 
was disappointing. About seventy delegates 
were expected, but only half that number 
were present when Vice President Charles 
Richardson of Philadelphia, in the absence 
of President James C. Carter of New York, 
called the convention to order. After wel- 
coming speeches by Mayor Maybury and 
President John Davis of the Detroit league, 
a report of the year’s work was read by Clin- 
ton Rogers Woodruff of Philadelphia, secre- 
tary of the national league. 

Mr. Woodruff in reviewing the administra- 
tions of a number of cities extolled Mayor 
Low’s administration in New York, and 
characterized the work of Police Commis- 
sioner Greene as remarkable and brilliant. 
The recent elections in Chicago and Cleve- 
land were pointed to as teaching the lesson 
that there must be an end to tampering with 
the city by the legislatupe, and that national 
parties must cease from placing national is- 
sues to the front in local campaigns, the fre- 
quent election of Mayor Samuel M. Jones of 
Toledo, O., teaching the same lesson. “ 

After touching upon the recent municipal 
scandals of Minneapolis, St. Louis, and 
Kansas City, Mr. Woodruff took up the ques- 
tion of municipal ownership, declaring that a 
movement in its favor had taken a deep hold 
on the urban population of the country. 

J. Horace MacFarland of Harrisburg, Pa., 
president of the American League for Civic 
Improvements, read a paper on The Fed- 
eration of Civic Forces, City, State, and Na- 
tional.“ He presented a proposed consti- 
tution for a civic alliance, embracing a num- 
ber of present organizations.

MAYOR HARRISON ENTERS ON
